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This  guide  is  intended  to  provide  a  plain  English  summary  of  the 
Missouri  Ethics  laws,  including  laws  affecting  the  activity  of  individuals 
who  are  or  may  become  a  candidate  for  elective  offices  at  the 
State,  County,  Municipal  or  Special  District  level  in  Missouri.

The  Missouri  Ethics  Commission  serves  the  public  interest  by  as- 
sisting and  educating  the  citizens  of  Missouri,  public  officials, 
lobbyists,  and  individuals  participating  in  public  elections  while 
consistently  and  uniformly  enforcing  campaign  finance,  conflict 
of  interest  and  lobbying  laws. 

About  The  Missouri  Ethics  Commission: 

The  Missouri  Ethics  Commission  was  created  by  the  Missouri 
Ethics  Law  of  1991  (Section  105.955  RSMo). 

The  Commission  is  charged  with  enforcement  of  and  retention  of 
information  and  reports  related  to: 

/    Conflicts  of  interest  relating  to  public  officials  and  employees 

/    Lobbyist  reporting  laws 

/    Personal  financial  interest  reporting  laws 

/    Campaign  Finance  Disclosure  laws 

The  Commission  has  six  governor-appointed  and  senate-approved 
members,  not  more  than  three  of  the  same  political  party.  These 
members  must  also  be  from  different  congressional  districts. 
The  Commission  elects  a  chair  and  vice-chair  biannually. 

The  Commission  issues  advisory  opinions  regarding  any  of  the 
laws  which  it  enforces.  Advisory  opinions  can  be  found  on  the 
Commission  website.

Governing  Statutes:  Chapter  130,  RSMo. 
What  is  a  Committee? 

A  person  or  persons  who  (1)  accepts  contributions  or  spends  money  for 
the  purpose  of  attempting  to  influence  the  action  of  voters  and  (2)  the 
money  spent  or  received  exceeds  certain  dollar  amounts.  These  persons 
may  be  required  by  law  to  form  a  committee  and  register  under  the 
campaign  finance  disclosure  law. 

What  is  Campaign  Finance? 

The  Campaign  Finance  Disclosure  Law  requires  that  all  committees  and 
all  candidates,  regardless  of  their  reporting  status,  as  well  as  certain  in- 
dividuals and  entities,  maintain  accurate  and  up-to-date  accounts  and 
records  regarding  their  campaign-financial  activity. 

steps  for  complying  with  campaign  finance 
requirements: 

1 .  Identify  committee  type 

2.  Form  the  committee 

3.  Register  the  committee 

4.  Identify  "Where  to  File"  the  reports 

5.  File  campaign  finance  reports 

6.  Distribute  any  remaining  funds  &  dissolve  any  debt 

7.  Terminate  the  committee

Committee  registration  is  completed  by  filing  a  Statement  of 
Committee  Organization  with  the  appropriate  authority  within  20 
days  after  the  committee  is  formed  and  no  later  than  the  deadline 
for  the  filing  of  the  first  disclosure  report.  (Committees  must  also 
file  subsequent  campaign  finance  disclosure  reports  as  required.)

48  Hour  Notice  of  Contributions  Exceeding  $5,000 


Any  individual  or  committee,  within  48  hours  of  receiving  any  contribution 
from  any  single  contributor  exceeding  $5,000,  must  electronically  report  the 
contribution  to  the  Missouri  Ethics  Commission  at  www.mec.mo.gov. 


Late  Contribution  Report 

The  receipt  of  a  contribution  or  loan  more  than  $250,  received  between  the 
1 1th  day  before  an  election  and  the  day  before  the  election,  must  be  reported 
to  the  appropriate  officer(s)  no  later  than  24  hours  after  receipt.  The  disclo- 
sure may  be  by  any  written  means  of  communication  and  must  also  be  re- 
ported in  the  next  subsequently  filed  report. 

Continuing  Committee  -  Late  Expenditure  Report 

A  continuing  committee,  that  after  the  12'  day  before  the  election  makes 
aggregate  expenditures  other  than  contributions  to  a  committee  of  $250  or 
more,  must  file  an  additional  disclosure  report  no  later  than  24  hours  after 
making  the  expenditure. 


If  the  last  day  to  file  a  report  with  the  Ethics  Commission  or  other  appropri- 
ate officer  other  than  the  Ethics  Commission,  falls  on  a  Saturday,  Sunday  or 
an  official  holiday,  the  deadline  for  filing  is  extended  to  5:00  p.m.  on  the 
next  day  which  is  not  a  Saturday,  Sunday  or  official  holiday. 

Any  report  mailed  to  the  Ethics  Commission  must  be  postmarked  prior  to 
the  due  date  to  be  considered  timely  filed. 

Any  report  filed  electronically  must  be  filed  by  5:00  p.m.  on  the  due  date 

to  be  considered  timely  filed. 


Electronic  Filing: 

All  candidate  and  committee  reports  may  be  electronically  filed  with 
Commission.  Filing  electronically  with  the  Commission  fulfills  the  lo- 
cal filing  requirement  (other  than  St.  Louis  City  Board  of  Elections).

PRINTED  MATTER!  Pamphlets,  circulars,  handbills,  sample  ballots, 
advertisements  (including  in  newspapers/periodicals),  signs  (included  those  for 
display  on  vehicles),  or  other  imprinted  or  lettered  materials.  Items  excluded 
as  printed  matter  include  items  used  for  personal  use  given  away  or  sold, 
(i.e.  campaign  buttons,  pencils,  or  clothing)  which  is  paid  for  by  a  candidate  or 
committee.

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Complaints  &  Investigations 


Governing  Statutes:  Section  105.957,  RSMo. 
Filing  a  Complaint: 

Any  individual  may  file  a  complaint  with  the  Missouri  Ethics 
Commission  if  that  individual  believes  any  candidate  or  other  indi- 
vidual has  violated  the  campaign  finance  disclosure  laws,  the  per- 
sonal financial  disclosure  laws,  the  conflict  of  interest  laws,  the 
lobbying  laws,  or  any  order,  ordinance  or  resolution  dealing  with 
the  official  conduct  of  officials. 

Any  complaint  against  a  candidate  alleging  a  violation  of  the  con- 
flict of  interest  or  lobbying  laws  will  not  be  accepted  by  the  Ethics 
Commission  from  sixty  days  prior  to  the  primary  until  after  the 
date  of  the  general  election. 

No  complaint  can  be  accepted  by  the  commission  within  fifteen 
days  prior  to  the  primary  or  general  election  in  which  the  candi- 
date is  running  for  office. 

All  complaints  must  be  in  writing  and  must  be  sworn  to  under  pen- 
alty of  perjury  by  the  complainant. 

A  copy  of  the  complaint  will  be  provided  to  the  individual  it  is 
filed  against  within  5  days  of  receipt. 

A  copy  of  the  complaint  form  may  be  downloaded  from  the  Com- 
mission's website. 

Commission  Investigations: 

Investigations  by  the  Commission  are  confidential.  Final  actions 
of  the  Commission  are  public.  Summary  of  final  actions  are  listed 
on  our  website  and  are  available  under  the  sunshine  law.

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Conflict  of  Interest 


Governing  Statutes:  Section  105.450  through  105.467,  RSMo. 
Conflict  of  Interest: 

The  general  provisions  of  the  law,  as  they  apply  to  elected  and 
appointed  officials  and  some  employees  of  the  state  and  political 
subdivisions  of  the  state,  provide  that  an  elected  official  cannot: 

•  Use  their  office  for  financial  gain  for  him/herself,  spouse  or 
dependent  children  or  certain  businesses. 

•  Vote  to  hire  any  person  related  to  the  official  by  the  fourth 
degree  by  blood  or  marriage,  (e.g.  great  grandparent  to  first 
cousin). 

•  Perform  a  service  for  the  political  subdivision  for  pay  of  more 
than  $500  per  transaction  or  $5,000  per  year  unless  the  service 
is  bid  and  the  official,  company,  or  partnership  is  the  lowest 
bidder  (if  the  official  has  more  than  a  ten  percent  (10%)  inter- 
est in  the  company  or  partnership).  This  also  applies  to  the 
sale,  rent,  or  lease  of  property  to  the  political  subdivision. 

•  Vote  for  or  against  any  measure  if  they  have  received  or  have 
been  promised  any  gift  or  payment  of  any  item  or  value  on 
condition  of  the  vote. 

•  Receive  anything  of  value  to  influence  the  action  of  the  politi- 
cal subdivision. 


Use  of  Public  Funds: 

No  contributions  or  public  funds  can  be  spent  by  an  officer,  em- 
ployee, or  agent  of  a  political  subdivision  to  advocate,  support,  or 
oppose  any  ballot  measure  or  candidate  for  public  office. 

This  does  not  prohibit  the  public  official  of  a  political  subdivision 
from  making  public  appearances  or  issuing  press  releases  about  a 
ballot  measure. 
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Lobbying 


Governing  Statutes:  Section  105.470  through  105.478,  RSMo. 

DEFINITION  AND  REQUIREMENTS: 

A  lobbyist  is  a  person  who  attempts  to  influence  the  action  of 
government.  There  are  four  types  of  lobbyists: 

/    Legislative  lobbyist 

/    Executive  lobbyist 

/    Judicial  lobbyist 

/    Elected  local  government  official  lobbyist 

A  lobbyist  may  register  to  lobby  any  or  all  of  these  government 
branches.  Each  lobbyist  must  do  the  following: 

/    Annually  register  with  the  Missouri  Ethics 

Commission 
/    Pay  a  $  1 0  annual  registration  fee 
/    File  monthly  report  disclosing  any  monies  spent  on 
elected  officials,  their  family,  and/or  staff  and  disclos- 
ing business  relationships  with  public  officials 

Failure  to  file  the  monthly  statement  results  in  a  $10  per  day  late 
fee.  Lobbyists  may  terminate  their  status  at  any  time.  For  more 
information,  please  refer  to  Section  105.470,  RSMo. 

REPORTED  LOBBYIST  EXPENSES: 

Lobbyists  report  monies  spent  by  the  lobbyist  principal  and/or  the 
lobbyist.  They  report  monies  spent  on  behalf  of  public  officials, 
their  staff  and  employees,  spouses,  and  dependent  children. 

Reported  lobbyist  monies  spent  include: 

/  Printing  &  Publication 

/  Media  &  other  Advertising 

/  Travel 

/  Entertainment 

/  Honorariums/Gifts 

/  Meals/Food/Beverages

Candidates  and  public  officials  in  political  subdivisions,  where 
an  ordinance  has  been  adopted  and  filed  with  the  Missouri  Ethics 
Commission,  are  not  required  to  file  UNLESS  they  meet  one  or  both 
of  the  exceptions  listed  below: 

/    The  candidate,  official,  or  their  relative  (related  within 
the  first  degree  of  blood  or  marriage)  is  doing  business 
or  owns  a  substantial  interest  in  a  business  that  has  con- 
ducted business  with  the  political  subdivision  in  excess 
of  $500/transaction 
/    The  conflict  of  interest  ordinance/resolution  specifically 
requires  the  filing  of  a  Personal  Financial  Disclosure 
statement 

An  individual  required  to  file  a  PFD  because  of  his/her  candidacy  for 
office  prior  to  a  primary  election  in  accordance  with  §105.487(1),  is 
also  required  to  amend  such  statement  no  later  than  the  close  of  busi- 
ness on  the  Monday  prior  to  the  general  election  to  reflect  any 
changes  in  financial  interest  during  the  interim. 

If  you  are  unsure  if  something  should  be  disclosed,  there  is  no 
penalty  for  over  disclosure.  This  may  also  avoid  the  appearance 
of  concealing  possible  conflicts  of  interest.
